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Speer held an important post in the government and military machinery 
of Hitler's Germany andplayed a direct and active part in pla ning and 
bringing into effect the criminal conspiracy. 

"hat is Speer's "line of cefense" at the trial ? Speer presents his 
case in the followin: way $ he was pressed upon by Hitler to take on 
the post of ministers he was a closer friend of Hitler's, but he 
knew nothin about his plans; he was a member of the "azi party for 
lh years, out he stood far from politics and had never even read 
"Mein Kampf". It is true, that upon being given the lic Speer confes- 
sed that he had lied during his preliminary interrogatione 

Speer lied when he denied that he had never belonged to tho SA, and 
then to the SS. The Tribunal possesses the ori inal file of the SS 
man Albert Speer, who belonged to the personal staff of the SS 
Keichsfuchrer SS Himnler, 

Speer held also a rather high rank in the Nazi party, In the party 
chancellery, he у delegate for all technical problems he headed 

the chief technical acmini tration of the party, he directed the 
union cf German National Socialist technicians, he was plenipotentiary 
on the Staff of Rudolf Hess and a leader of one of the major German 
Labor Front organizations, 

After all this can Speer's declaration that he was а apolitical spc- 
cialist be taken tito consideration ? In reality, as a close colla- 
borabor of Hitl.r, Hess, Ley and Goering, he directed the German 
technique not only as Reichsminister, but also as a Nazi political 


leader, 
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Upon succeedin to Todt, Speer, as ho expressed himself in his speech 
beforc the Gauleiters, devoted himself completely to the solution of

Constantine’ von Neursth!s part in the consolidation of the Nazi 
conspire tors power and in the preparation and realization of aggressive 
plans, is a remarkable one, 

Over a period of many years » every tine that traces had to be cov- 
ered up, that acts of aggressive were to be veiled by diplomatic mani- 
pulations, Neurath, Nazi diplomat and SS general, came to the help of 
the Hitlerites, bringing than his longstanding experience of world 
affairs, 

I will recall the official evaluation of Neurathts activity, as 
it appeared in all the newspapers of fascist Germany on the 2nd of 
February 1943: 
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"The departure from the Geneva disarmament conference ой 
the 14th October 1933. the return of the Saar territory, 
and the proclamation and denunciation of the осаго Tre- 
aty will rank among the most outstanding political events 
since the coming to power of tho Nazi regire, In these, 
Baron von Neirath played a decisive part and his nane will 
always be connection with then," 

In his capacity of Reich protector of Bohemia and Moravia, 
Neurath was to the Nazi conspirators, Ир зе so-called "firm 
and reliable hands", of which General Frederici wrote in 
his memorandum, and which were to turn the Czechoslovak 
republic into an "indissolublé-part of Germany", In order 
to attain that object, Neurath established the notorious 
"new order", the nature of which is now known to all and 
sundry e 

Neurath attempted to assert, here, that all the atrocities 
were conmitted by the police and Gestapo, upon Himuler's 
direct order, and that ho knew nothing of them It is 
quite understandable that Neurath should say so, but one 


can hardly agree with him, 


Interrogated on the 7 liarch 1946, Karl Frank testified 


that Nourath recieved regularly thc reports of the Chief 
of Security Police, as well as those of Frark hinself, 
regarding the "most important events in the Frotectorate , 
pertaining to the Security Police", He stated also that 
it was possible for Neurath to issue directives to the 
Gestapo, and that he did indecd do so; whilst, as far as 
the SD was concerned, his rights wore still rore vast 
depending in no way upon the consont of the Main Reich 
Security Office 

I wish also to recall >o your memory, paragraphs 11, 13 
and l4 of the order issued on 1 September 1939 by the Reich 


Defense Council which prove that the Reichsfuhrer SS and 


Chief of the German Police carried out administrative 
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nonsures in Bohemia and Moravia with the knowledge of the Reich Fra ector, 
and that the German Security Police organs in the Prot ectorate were obliged 
to inform the Reich Protector, as well as the offices subordinated to hin 
of all major events. 
If I add that, on the 5 Му 1939, the defendant Neurath appointed an 
SD Fuhrer and Plenipotentiary of the Security Police to the post of poli-

tical case reported in his cabinet; if we recall the testinony of Richard 


4ienurt, the former Premier of Bohemia and Moravia under Neirath, vhich 


has been rond before the Court, te the effect that the Gestapo carricd out 
arrests on orders of tho Rei¢h Protector, we can hardly have any doubt but 
that Neurath gave his sanction to the mass arrests, cummoary executions and 
other inhuman acts, committed by the Gestapo ond police in Czechoslovakia. 

I will pass ont to the events of the 17 Novenber 1939, when 9 students 
were shot without trial, whilst over a thousand were hurled into concen- 
trotion camps and all the Czech high schools and universities were closed 
for threy yoors. 

Nourath said that he herrd of these acts of terror post factum, But 
we have submitted to the Tribunal a report on tho shooting and arrests of 

students, which bears Neurath's signature.  Noureth then secks another 

p-holeo: ho declares t Frank signed this report in his, Neurath!s nome 

be wore convincing he отоп adds, thet lator ho heard frm an official 

thet Frank often misused his name in Gocununts, Are Nourath!s statements to 

be credited? One has only to analyze brici the actual fats, in order to

Tcureth says that Frank misused his nene, ‘that did Neurath do in ans- 
wer to this? Did he demand Frank's resignation or his punishment for fraud? 
No. Did ho, perhaps, report this forgery officially, to somebody? Neither, 

contrary, he continued to collaborate with Frank as before. 

Neurath says that he heard of Frank's misuses fron an official. "ho is 

t official? What is his name? Why wasn!t any application made to call 
bin to the witness stand, or, at least, to secure his written testimony? 
This is si.ply because nobody spoke to Neurath of Frank having forged his 
signature on the documents, anc nobody could have done so for there was no 


forgery. 
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But on the cmtrary, the Tribunal has evidence which con= 


firms tho Гав that the report of 17 Novenber 1939 was 
signed by Neurath and that the terroristical ne asures 
mentioned therein, were actuslly sanctioned by Neurath, 
I am speaking of two statements of Karl Frark , who dir- 
ectly participated int hese bloody events:
